On my first dive in a submarine I 


was so interested watching the offi- 
cers and crew I even forgot to -be 
scared. 
Capt Foster's first command to me, 
as a member of the .boat's crew, was: 


"Go aft, -Lyon, sit down, and DON'T

Three qther members of the crew 


were sitting in the rear of the boat, 
silent as statues. 


I sat where I could keep an eye on
